1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-4, 10-13 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
terms "t1, t2, t3 ", "G1", "t8, t9", "D1, D2", "SP, LP", "T1, T2" in claims 1-4, 10-13 renders 
the claim indefinite and should be further defined in the claim. The terms "t1, t2, t3", 
"G1", "t8, t9", "D1 , D2", "SP, LP", "T1 , T2" are not defined by the claims, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the meaning, and one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show a 
textual description of each of the referenced parts in Figures 1, 3 and 4 as described in 
the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections set forth 
in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Kim 
reference (WO 00/77961) discloses a frequency and symbol timing synchronization 
apparatus for orthogonal frequency division multiplexed (OFDM) signals utilizing an 
autocorrelation unit and cross correlation unit on synchronizing symbols (i.e. preamble 
symbols). The Vanderperren reference (US 7,286,617) discloses a receiver for 
performing coarse and fine timing synchronization on separate groups of OFDM 
preamble symbols respectively. Neither the Kim or Vanderperren references taken 
alone or in combination, disclose, teach or fairly suggest "and wherein the result of the 
autocorrelating the samples of the group of preamble symbols by the autocorrelating 
unit is not used by the crosscorrelating unit for the crosscorrelating the samples of the 
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further group of preamble symbols with the predefined samples"; and used in 
combination with all of the other limitations of the claim 1 . The aspects as summarized 
above are neither anticipated nor obviated by the prior art of record.
